According to the sources, 
the Pravda article will say 
the Investigation showed 
that CIA agents worked 
subtly over a long period to 
turn Mrs. Alliluyeva’s mind 
against the present regime.

1 f WASHINGTON - Agents of Cuba’s Fi- 
f del Castro have been buying surplus 
I U. S. Arniv-type equipment, possibly tb 
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America, according to FBI Director J. 
Edgar floover. 

Mr/ Hoover told a House Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee that members of the 
Cuban mission to the United Nations 
made the purchases. Items he listed as 
being bought: combat boots, jungle ham- 
mocks, military canteens, leather bol- 
sters for .45-caliber automatics, cartridge 
belts, bayonets and combat knives. 

Said Mr. Hoover: 

“A possibility is that Castro will use 
the material to equip pro-Castro guer- 
rilla groups in Latin America so that, in 
the event of their capture, there will be 
no way of associating the equipment 
with the Cuban Government.” 

Mr. Hoover’s testimony was released 
shortly after Venezuelan officials an- 
nounced interception of a 12-man guer- 
rilla landing force led by Cuban Army 
officers. Four Cubans and eight Cuban- 
trained Venezuelans were discovered 
sneaking ashore in rubber rafts about 
00 miles east of Caracas.
